Neceffity of my Undertaking, yet I think 
the Circtimftances of this Nation abundaat- 
ly made it feafonable, and Tam perfe@ly un 

concern’d at the Reproach of the World. 
Nothing can make my preffing the Nati= 
on to Waion, and a Conjunétion of Iaterefts 
necdlefs and impertinent; but being able to 
tell me, there are no Diviffions, no proe 
jeSed Breaches, no Clathings of Interefts 

and Parties, no Ondermisiags, envyin 
and plottings, to put out and putin, to fet 
upand pul down, teobreak and to maintain 
among us; I have nothing to do with Par- 
ties, and GOD be thank’d, have no Hand 
in: che Divitions on Foor, neither do I know 
the Drifts or Defigns of any ; but be ard, 
what, 


what, who, or on what Account foever, ’tis 
dividing, of honeft Men is the Subjeét, and 
whoever he be, that pufheson that wicked 
Defign, and at this Time efpecially, with- 
out Fear of the Great, or Favour to the Ma- 
ny, I fay, that Man isa Traytor to the ge- 
neral Tranquillity, and’as far as in him lies, 
is acceflary to the overthrowing the pre- 


‘fent happy Settlement of this Nation, and 


tothe Opening a Breach for the Return af 
Facobitifm, Tacking, High Flying, and ail 
the mad Exceffes of the Nations Enemies 5 
he fhakes the Succeffion, affaults the Uni- 
on, undermines the Toleration, and tacitly 
encourages a fecond Iavafion, for all thefe 
ftand or fall, gre encouraged or difcouraged, 
fupported or funk, as we: are or are not 
united among our felves. 

I am not to be underftood by this to re- 
fle&t upon any reafonable Claims of juft Re- 
gulations in the Conduét of this or that 
Party or Perfon, nor is the Clamour, fome 
have rais‘d atMifinanagements,at all touch’d 
at inthis Difcourfe. Ay, ay, Gentlemen, as 
many Amendments of Errors, as many De- 
te€tings and Cenfurings of Mif-Conduét as 
you pleafe 3 may all your juft Complaints be 
heard, your juf&{ Requefts be an{wer’d, your 
reafonable Schemes be follow’d ; may every 
Knave be known, every Traytor be punifh- 


ed, every Mifmanager be difplac’d, always. 


fuppofing you put honefter Men in his.Room 3 
for it is not a Change of Knaves will help 
US. 

Rut what’s this-td the Purpofe: in hand ? 
What is this to National Breaches and Di- 
vifions? All this may be done calmly and 
moderately, and without dividing 
I remember, a great Man. made a, great 
Speech,:and'printed. it, ec. as you have for- 
merly,heafd, and.tyld us, Nothing would 
help us,bptdepofing ghe Minifiry —— Bat 
whata Miniftry, the Party, that Speech was 
made for, pufh’dat fuceeeding it, was well 
known———And [ name it gn this Account, 
that it was not the Milcarriages they aim’d 
at, but,the Men3;.got:to mend the Ma- 
nagement, but to get.it into the Hands ofa 
Party, whowhenthey had it before,bgought 
us all, to the Briqk of Mifchief, aad repin’d 
only,that they had loft the Spoils ofithe Na- 
tion. 


Now if there are no Machines at Work 
to bring this about again, if there areno 

Attempts to divide us that thefe may come © 
in, or if the coming in of this wretched — 


Party is not the natural Confeqvence of di- 
viding among our felves, then the Exkor- 
tation may be a needlefs Repetition: But 
if cur united Intereft is little enough to kee 
this Vigilact Party out, if Court Whig my 
Country Whig, and all Sorts of Whigs are 
few enough to make up the Bank, and keep 
out the Flood of High-Flying Invafions, thaa 
a Caution to the Friends of this S-ttlement, 
to unite, tokeep together, and fhun all di- 
viding Breaches, is both neceflary and fea- 
fonable And while I think it the 
Duty of every Man, that re{peéts his Couns 
try’sIntereft, to :ffift in fo good a Work, I 
cannot but difcharge my Part by preffing it 
in the moft earneft Terms. 

And pray, Gentlemen, will you refle& 
a little upon the great Work upon your 
Hands, upon the Hands of the Government, 
and upon the Hands of the Parliament .at 
this Time 3 and let us examine, 


1. Whether it is poffible they can be gone 
thorough, if Party Breachés divide 
thofe who are otherwife fincerely bent 
to carry on the general Intereft—. 
If we fall out about the Method, or 
the Manner, or the Perfons to do the 
Work, how fhall the Work it felf be 
done ? 

2 ff the great Work before-us be eet 
don¢, and thro’ our Party Quarrels 
fhould fall in. ovr- Hands, what wilfbe 
the Confequence in human Probability 
to this Nation ? 


And firft for the Work it felf which is 
now in hand 3 it coufifts of feveral 
Branches. : 


k, There is a terrible, an expenfive, a 
hazardous War on Foot, with a bloody, 
afurious, and an exafperated Enemy, 
which -has cof us: near twenty Years 
Struggle, Blopd, and Treafure, with- 
out Account, indeed not to be reckon- 
ed. up; this Enemy, if my Account 
does not deceive me, feems yilibly dee 

clining. 


to a Clofe, the long.defir’d Peace 
feems in View, the Prize juft in our 
Reach; if this Campaign does not 
hand it tous, another in ai) Probabilli- 
ty wid bid fsir for ite—-Nothing cao 
fnatcn this Prize out of our hand, no- 
thing can defeat us of our Expeétati- 
ons, bucour felves, our own Strifé and 
Contention at home, ftopping the 
Channel of cur needful Support. 

2. There is che Union of the two King- 
doms of England and Scotland into one 
Britain, to be meintain’d, cultivated, 
and improved; the National Preju- 
dices to be removed, the National 
Animofities to be-reconciled, and the 
National Differences, if any remain, 
to be made up; that cither Part may 
feel the fenfible Benefit cf the great 
Tranfa&tion, which fo much Difficulty 
brought about. 

3+ There is the Proteftant Succeffion to 
be defended, due Provifions to be made 
againft all its fecret and »pen Inva- 
ders, and the Nation forcify’d againft 
the Subtilty of thofe, who preteud 
Diffatisfa@ions on that Head. 


Thefe are no {mall Works, I think, I 
need not enlarge on the Confequence they 
ate of to us; and what think ye, Gentle- 
men Dividers, can you carry on thefe 
Works in your dividiog Circumftances ? 
Can. you puth your pcivate Defigns, and 
let none of thefe fuffer ?. Cao youcarry on 
all the boafted Projeéis of State-Revolution, 
and venture to fay, thefe great Articles 
fhall be in no Hazard ?:Is.there need of all 
your Strength, or is there not? Is there 
Occafion of uniting together, or no? 

« J know not, whether I fhould fuggeft 
any of: the mighty Schemes, fome People 
in their Projects ofa new Revolution of Po- 
litiéks have propos’d to themfelves, Things 
fo prepofterous in themfelves, that it would 
be to expofe too mnch the Weaknefs of the 
Men But this I cannot but note, how 
angry {ome Men are, that they cannot pufh 
all into Confufios, and thatthey cannot put 
the Whigs upon Extravagancies.
